SISE AND FALL OF LAKE ONTARIO. 

A Correspondent in the last number of 
“Hunt's Merchants Magazine.” gives a very 
interesting account of phenomena connected 
with IAke Ontnrio. It has been long known 
that this lake is subject to (refluent risings 
and fallings of the waters, and by many it lias 
seen supposed that such changes were re¬ 
gular. This, by long observation, has been 
found to he incorrect; the risings and full- 
i inns of the waters are not regular, but olien- 
' times sudden and produce wonderful effect.

cr recedes suddenly and leaves the 
harbor lairc. and then returns with n violent 
roar a«d ipvades the laud. This portion of 
Lake Ontario is subject to great submarine 
convulsions, and sometimes the waters ebb 
ami flow every ten minutes. A convulsion 
of the Lake took place in September 1815, 
which gave birth to a lerrific thunder storm, 
and was accompanied liy a severe tornado. 
Another took place on the Slli July, 1*30 
which created a terrific water spout, which 
was broken by a holt of electricity, that ap- 
p :ar al to have come from the bottom of the 
Lake.

modern musicians, so gloriously 
by Mozart and Beethoven. It is to him that 
instrumental music is indebted for that vigor 
ami independence which the older masters, 
both of Italy and Germuny, (ailed to bestow 
on it; and if he be not strictly entitled to lie 
regarded ns the parent of Symphony, he tit 
nny rate fostered its growth anil made it wlint 
it now is. Even to this day Haydn’s sym¬ 
phonies, so simple, so sweet and graceful, so 
full of life and gaiety, original and piquant 
in their style, rnay well contest tho palm 
. with those’ of his successors, Mozart and 
Beethoven, although the latter have produced 
worksof larger proportions, and more power¬ 
ful effects. 

Haydn’s quartets are still looked upon as 
the works of a master mind. Many of them 
retain all their primitive freshness^, their 
pristine bloom, although upwards of half a 
century has elapsed since the creation of 
many of them; and although two new music¬ 
al generations have since arisen, headed, the 
one by a Mozart and the other by a Beethoven 
who have both zealously and earnestly en¬ 
deavored, not ouly to leave their predeces¬ 
sors far behind, but to efface their works ‘ 
the memory of man. . .

• proof that before bis day none knew so well 
how to combine the vocal and instrumental 
parts, without encroaching on the privileges 
of either. This work, with the except., 
a few blemishes, caused by too close an 
tation of material objects, is a master-p 
of grace, elegance and energy, and. translat¬ 
ed into every language, has excited the ad¬ 
miration of every civilized peopfe. 

The Seasons, and the Saviour s Seven 
Words on the Cross, have, each iu its respec¬ 
tive style, attained an incontestable degree ot 
superiority, and will deserve the first place 
in the enumeration of his works. 

Haydn was one of those bright luminaries 
whose splendor we love to look upon,whose 
origin we fain would trace. To discover 
where first it rose, we must seek the lowly 
shed of a humble cartright. 

Francis Joseph Ilaydn first saw the light 
at Roh an, seven leagues from Vienna, on 
the 31st ol March, 1732. He was the eldest 
of a numerous family ; his father, Matlnas 
Haydn, having I men twice married, had 
twenty children liy his two wive#. Besides 
his trade of Cartwright, Mathias performed

Joseph Haydn was but seven years o. age 
when he gave the first indications of h 
steal iuslincr, by accompanying his in.

It happened that a 
cousin of Haydn, named Frank, a school¬ 
master at Hamburg,and, a tolerable professor 
of music, was present at one of those duets,

little Joseph under his charge. The hoy 
had scarcely arrived at bis cousin’s house 
ere he discovered a pair of kettle-drums,and 
succeeded in producing a kind of melody 
from an instrument possessing rmly two 
tones. In a short time Frank taught i.im to 
play several instruments, and his fine voice 
soon became conspicuous in the organ loft.

A Discovery .—A Paris letter in the New 
York Commrrnal savs that the attention of 
men of scienee has been drawn to an extra¬ 
ordinary discovery made in the neighbouring 
department.

rest to-day, you bid us leap to that marble 
cnpitol, where thirty-orift powerful States, 
l.oiiiui in indissoluble Union—a plural unit — 
are gathered together in legislative body, 
constituting a part of one government, which 
stretching from ocean to ocean, and counting 
millions of people beneath its majestic rule, 
surpasses far in wealth and might any gov¬ 
ernment of the Old World when the little 
band of Pilgrims left it, and which i 
promises to lie n clasp between Europe 
Asia, bringing the most distant places i 
together, so that there shall fee no more Ori¬ 
ent or Occident. It were interesting to dvvefl 
on the stages of this grand procession, but it 
is enough on this occasion merely to glance 
at them and pass on. 

Sir, it is tlm Pilgrims that we commem¬ 
orate to-day, not the Senate. For this 
moment, at least, let us tread under foot nil 
pride of empire, all exultation in our mani¬ 
fold triumphs of industry, ofscience, of liter¬ 
ature that we may reverently bow before the 
forefathers. The day is theirs. In the con 
temptation of their tirtue we shall derive 
lesson, which, like truth, may judge us stern 
ly, but, if we can really follow it, like truth, 
it shall make us free. ’ For myself, I nccep 
the admonitions of the day: It nmy teach u 
all never, by word or act, although we may 
be lew in numbers or alone, to swerve from 
those primal principles of duty, which, from 
the landing at Plymouth Rock, have been 
the life of Massachusetts. Let me briefly 
unfold the lesson. 

Few persons in history have suffered more 
from contemporary misrepresentation, abuse 
nnd persecution, than the English Puritans. 

At first a small body, they were regarded 
with indifference or contempt. But by de¬ 
grees they grew in numbers, and drew into 
their company men of education, intelligence 
nnd even of rank. Reformers in nil ages have 
had little of blessing from the world which 
tliry sought to serve, but the Puritans were 
not disheartened. Still they persevered. 
The obnoxious laws of conformity they vow¬ 
ed to withstand till, in the fervid language 
of the time, “they be sent hack to the dard- 
ness from whence they came.” Through 
them the spirit of modern Freedom made ' 
self potently felt, in its great warfare wi 
Authority, in Ghorch. in Literature, and 
the State, in other words, for religious, intel¬ 
lectual, ami political emancipation. The 
Puritans primarily aimed at religious Free- 
dom, for this they contended in Parliament, 
under Elizabeth and James; for this they 
suffered, but so connected are all these great 
ami glorious interests, that the struggles fox 
one have always helped the other. Such 
service did they do, that Hume, whose cold 
nature eould not sympathize with their burn¬ 
ing souls, is obliged to confess that to them 
alone “ the English owe the whole freedom 
oftlie’.r constitution.” 

As among all reformers; so among them 
there were differences of degree. Sortie con¬ 
tinued within the pale ef the National Church 
and there pressed their ineffectual attempts 
in behalf of the good cause. Some at length 
driven by conscientious convictions and un¬ 
willing to be partakers longer in its enorm¬ 
ities, stung also by the cruel excesses ot 
magisterial power, opetily disclaimed the 
National Establishment and became a separ¬ 
ate sect, first, under the name of Brownists, 
from the person who had led in this new 
organization and struggles in parliament and 
out of it. in Church and State, continued 
through successive reigns, the Puritans final¬ 
ly triumphed, and the despised sect, of Sep¬ 
aratists, swollen in numbers and now under 
the denomination oflndependents with Oli¬ 
ver Cromwell as their head and John Milton 
as bis Secretary, ruled England. Thus is 
prefigured the fiual triumph of all. however 
few in numbers, who sincerely devote them¬ 
selves to Truth. [Applause.] 

The Pilgrims qf Plymouth were among 
the earliest of the Separatists As such they 
knew by bitter experience all the sharpness 
of persecution. * ' ” “ 


best endeavors, whatsoever it should cost them — 
and also to receive whatsoever truth should 
be made known from the Written word of 
God. Repentance and prayers, patience and 
irs were their weapons. “It is nor with 
said they, “as with other men, whom 
mil things can discourage or small discon- 
tentments cause to wish themselves at home 
again.”

This small company of our forefathers was 
expressly termed the “pinched families of 
Levilen and, at Whitehall, in 1633, a 
masque, by Carew, an elegant and careful 
poet ef the reign of Charles l„ was perform¬ 
ed bv the King and his courtiers, wherein 
tho whole plantation of New England was 
turned to royal sport. It was said to have 
‘purged more virulent humors from the poli¬ 
ce bodies than gnirenm and all the West 
India drugs have from the natural bodies of 
the kingdom.” [Sensation.] 

And these outcasts, despised iu their own 
day by the proud nnd powerful, are the men 
whom we have met in this goodly number to 
celebrate ; not for nny victory of war; not for 
•any triumph of discovery, science, nr learn¬ 
ing ; not for worldly success of any kind. 
How poor arc all these things by the side of 
that divine virtue which led them, amidst the 
reproach the obloquy, and the hardness of 
the world, to hold fast to the Truth. Sir, if 
the honors of this day nre not a mockery ; if 
they do not expend themselves in mere sel¬ 
fish gratulations ; if they are a sincere hom- 
' ) the character of the Pilgrims—and I 
ot suppose otherwise—than is it well 
; to be here. Standing on Plymouth 
Rock, at their great Anniversary, we can not 
fail to he inspired by their example. We see 
clearly what it lias done for the world and 
wliat it has done tor their fnme. No man 
here td-day will think their self sacrifice, their 
deviation from received opinions, their un¬ 
quenchable thirst for liberty, an error or il¬ 
lusion. Conformity might, perhaps, have 
purchased for them a profitable peace, but 
not peace of tuind; it might have secured 
place and power, but riot repose ; it might 
' vc opened a present shelter, but not a home 
history and in men’s hearts till lime shall 
no more. All will confess the true grand- 
r of their example, while, in vindication of 
a cherished principle, they stood alom 
against the madness of men, against the law 
of the land, against their king. Better lie the 
despised Pilgrim, n fugitive for Freedom, 
than fllio halting politician, forgetful ot 
principle,” with a Senate at his heels. [En¬ 
thusiastic applause.]

When shall rhetorical eloquence hereafter 
plead and play a second part in the great 
game of inanitest destiny, and the sons of 
the Pilgrims go forward in the path which 
their father trod more than two hun¬ 
dred years ago ? I said 1 was going to as¬ 
sume the privilege of age; that of giving ad¬ 
vice, and I hope hy so doing I shall nor tres¬ 
pass upon the proprieties of the occasion. 

The sentiment to which you have called 
upon me to respond is religious oppression. 
Religious oppression, this day, has |»eopled 
a continent. 1 apprehend much anil long ns 
wc have dwelt upon that sentiment, that we 
have not yet appreciated it in all its length 
and breadth. When we nre in |iossession 
of privileges, mid in the full appreciation 
which they give to us, without an effort and 
without a struggle—when all that has been 
done to dare and suffer for their acquisition, 
their maintenance, their support, and their 
transmission to ns, is but a legend' and tale 
of history,—we are but partially prepared 
to appreciate the tremendous sacrifices hy 
which thev were attained. 

Religious liberty, the birth-right of every 
one of us, was not’ horn in a day. Genera¬ 
tion after generation struggled for it. More 
than 400 years ago the great truth of free 
and religious lilierty was proclaimed in the 
ears of arbitrary monarchy ami a bigoted 
chUrch, sounded by the notes of John Wick- 
liffe on tho ear of monarch nftcr monarch, 
parliament after parliament, nnd thundered 
at the doors of State and church. 

Martyr after martyr, ago after age, genera¬ 
tion Miter generation, set the seal of their vi¬ 
tality, of their allegiance to this great princi¬ 
ple by the sacrifice of their lives, and it was 
nut until more than two centuries had rolled 
away that the Pilgrims had cotne to the lies- I 
perate determination to seek in a foreign | 
land that religions liberty for which they 
strove, and which they could not get, in the 
land of their birth. 

Do wc appreciate to its full extent the tre¬ 
mendous responsibility of such a resolution? 
The facilities with which we now move from 
country to country, and continent to conti¬ 
nent, have done much to lessen in our admi¬ 
ration ami judgment the realities of that fear¬ 
ful measure upon which they determined to 

They left their native land nnd went to 
Holland, savs their historian, because they 
had heard it was a place where the hand of 
industry reapt a successful reward—because 
it was a place where political honors might 
be easily obtained or riches gathered up? 
No, nothing of that; but they went there, 
says the simple historian, in the eloquent 
language of truth, “because they hoard that 
in Holland there was religious freedom for 
all men.” 

That single fact invested Holland in their 
eyes and iu their hearts with a charm which 
no other pluee could possess. They went 
there “Iteeniise they heard” that there was 
no earth I v barrier, no despotic king, no her¬ 
editary church to cotrio in between the aspi¬ 
rations of the immortal soul, ns it rose up to 
great throne of eternity, with their high- 
um[ holiest feelings of devotion. That 
.t what carried them to Holland. [Ap¬ 
plause.] They {staid there until untoward 
circumstances made them turn their eyes to 
this continent. 

Allusion hns been made to the discovery 
of this continent. Sir, 1 apprehend that with 
all the glowing eloquence of truth with 
which that has been depicted before yon, 
full justice has not been done to that thought. 
What was the history ol these men ? Gener¬ 
ation after generation they had striven for 
religious nnd political freedom. They placed 
spiritual freedom before them ns the great 
end ami aim and object of existence; it 
sectned as if it had been settled in the coun¬ 
cils of eternity, that they could not have it 
on the old continent. 

And then, when the experiment had liecn 
tried, then, when it appeared ns it liberty 
had been despoiled oflier power forever, and 
ns if the fiat of the Almighty hud gone forth 
that His'patience should no longer bear with 
men, it seemed that the Genius ol Religious 
Liberty put up one more prayer for the other 
opportunity before it be abandoned forever ! 
and then sir, in the councils of Eternal 
Wisdom , there was revealed to the eye of 
science, in the solitudes of the ocean, a new 
continent, where they might go aud try the 
experiment. [Great applause.] 

They caine here, nud they made the ex¬ 
periment, and it was blessed and prospered 
by thnt Providence whose hand had led them 
hither. But, bv nnd-by, that spirit of op¬ 
pression from which they bad fled followed 
them here ;and it is a fact,that oughtto he re 
meinhered forever,that that great spiritual rev¬ 
olution for which the Pilgrim Fathers had 
foght,aud which preceefled theTr political rev¬ 
olution, had been so successful and so entire 
iu its victory, and had so completely estab 
lished those' rights beyond controversy or 
cavil, that when the hour of our political 
liberation came, and the great duty of setting 
forth our wrongs to the world was devolved 
upon a committee of Congress, there was 
not the least intimation that their rights of 
conscience had beeu infringed.

Those were the elements of their success, 
—faith, courage and reverence for the Di- 
vir.e law. I dir not know Imt 1 may offend 
delicate ears by calling the principle which 
guided them the higher law.

Now, here, to-dav. Mr. President, as the 
festivities of this celebration are about draw¬ 
ing to a close, it seems to me that we can do 
most fitting honor to the memory of those 
whom we came up here to day to recall, by 
renewing in the sanctuary of our hearts, 
vows of eternal idlegiance to the great prin¬ 
ciples of the Pilgrims, which they have ren¬ 
dered immortal hy their constancy, their 
faith in God, and their reverence for the di¬ 
vine law. 

Let us take these and go forth with this 
panoply, and the success, and the blessing 
of God which attended our fathers shall at¬

New Trade in Slaves.— It was some 
time, since intimated that the Cuban slave 
dealers had embarked in a new branch of 
the trade, viz., the introduction of Yucatan 
Indians into the Island of Cuba. The Ha¬ 
vana correspondent of the New York Her¬ 
ald gives full particulars of the manner of 
their capture and introduction, stating that 
one hundred and eighty of these Indians 
have been kidnapped and carried to Havana. 
Extensive preparations had been made to 
transfer the Indians to Cuba, when the nittt- 
ter was discovered by the British authorities 
at Hondnras, who caused the arrest of the 
Spanish agent at that place. On theperson 
of this agent was found the terms of. agree¬ 
ment with the Havana dealer, showing that 
$25 was to he paid for every male adult In¬ 
dian, and women andchildren in proportion. 

The same correspondent states that Santa 
Anna had made a peremptory demand upon 
Gen. Canedo for the immediate liberation 
and restoration of the kidnapped Indians.— 
The Havana dealer is having prepared sham 
contracts, purporting to have engaged the 
Indians to work for him. By this means he 

will undoubtedly escape all unpleasant c 
sequences of the infamous attempt t 
slaves of Indians.

Cost of Drink and Cost of Educatjon.- 
In 1851 Massachusets paid for public education 
® 1,021,775,56 ; there were 4473 public.teachers 
on foot last winter; In 1851 they bad 190,249 
girls and boys under their charge. But the army 
of grogsellers, in Boston costs'more than all the 
public education of tbe 190,249 children of Mas¬ 
sachusetts. The whole sum paid in Massachu¬ 
setts for public and private education in 1851 
was $1,353,700,63, and there were 203,583 chil¬ 
dren in the schools, public and private, of this 
blessed Commonwealth; but Boston alone drinks 
up at public groggeries more than the cost of all 
thjs education. If Boston does a fourth part of 
the public-drinking of that State, then Massa¬ 
chusetts,, at public groggeries, drank up four 
times the cost of all the education of its people ; 
add to this the estimated amount of wine, &c., 
not drunk in groggeries, Massachusetts drinks’ 
up in a year $11,212,800, the education money of 
1,686,292 children. If Massachusetts contains 
one twentieth part of the population of the land, 


an'd all the rest drinks only as much 
chusetts, then the United States pays 
$224,256,000 for intoxicating drinks.

From these f 00 
and many other experiments it has been fully , 
demonstrated that grain is better and will a bl 
yield more flour when cut early than when — 
permitted to remain in the field until it be¬ 
comes dry. On this subject 77ie Rural JYcio 
Yorker in a useful article says: Attheperiod = 
when the grain is iu the milk, there is hut 
little woody fibre ; nearly everything is starch 
gluten, sugar, &c., with a large per centage 
of water. If cut then, the proportion of woody 
fibre is still small; but as the grain ripens, the 
thickness of the skin rapidly increases, woody 
fibre being formed at the expense of the 
starch and sugar; these must obviously di¬ 
minish in a corresponding degree, the qual¬ 
ity of the grain being of course injured.” — 

The value of the straw as food foranirnals 
is also much |enhanced by early cutting. 

The experiments show about the same per 
cent increase in the one as in the other.— 

The philosophy of this was shown in our re¬ 
marks of last week, on cutting and curing 
hay, in which the period of its greatest nutri¬ 
tive power was shown to he some time 
before the ripening of the seed. The value 
of wheat straw depends upon the observance 
of the same law, and thus it is seen that the 
time of harvesting which best secures the 
value of the grain and straw very nearly coin¬ 
cides. 

A saving of grain is also made from the 
fact that the waste from shelling is avoided. 

This loss is often large in fully ripe wheat, 
and it is a loss which no one can wholly avoid 
at that time. 

The loss from rust will, in most cases, be 
prevented by early harvesting. The disease 
generally makes its appearanee at about that 
stage of growth recommended for cutting 
the grain, and whenever it does appear its 
injuries can at once be checked by immediate 
harvesting. 

More time, also, is allowed for the work, 
if it is commenced at an early period. The 
business of securing the crop is not crowded 
into a few days, iu which it must be accom¬ 
plished or serious injury result from over 
ripening, and, if the weather is bad, from 
growing in the ear. 

The proper stage of maturity for cutting 
may be judged of more accurately, perhaps- 
if described as that when the stalk immediate, 
ly below the head for two or three inches, 
has become yellow and dry, consequently 
cutting off the circulation, and the grain, 
though soft and doughy, ceases to yield any accon 
milk upon pressure.
